MARCEL BRETOS was born ih Casablanca and received his formal 
training in architecture at the Ecole Speciale d’Architecture in 
Paris, graduating in 1955. He then attended the Ecole Des Arts 
Decoratifs, Paris and the Academia delle Belli Arti in Rome, where 
he majored in stage design and lighting. In 1960 he opened his 

own office in Milano. In 1965 he came to New York and worked with 
several leading architectural firms for three years and then 

_ turned to free-lance design. His design talent earned him a 
commission from American Airlines for whom he designed china, 
glassware and graphics. In 1970 he joined David Napoli and 

formed a partnership. The firm is now engaged in designing 
buildings, interiors, furniture, lamps and industrial objects. 

Some of the firm’s interiors are shown in this volume. 


DAVID NAPOLI was born and raised near Concord, Massachusetts, 
but as a 32 year old bachelor living a Manhattan life style 

finds a striking departure from his early background. 

One of eight children in an Italian-American family, 

upon graduating from high school, he moved to New York City, 
to work for an airline company. After a three year 

military assignment in Greece, he entered New York University 
in 1964, where he majored in industrial psychology. 

Becoming interested in how. people relate to their surroundings 
led him to studying at the New York School of Interior Design 
for two years and in 1970 he became a partner with Marcel 
Bretos, to form Bretos and Napoli Associates. The firm has 
received many awards for their residential and commercial 
interiors, graphics and product design. 


KAY BOECK-HANSEN was born in Denmark. He attended the 
Architectural Schoo! of Copenhagen in 1947 and upon 
graduation, he opened his own architectural office. 
Developing a very successful practice, he was the 
recipient of many awards in international 
competitions. Specializing in hospital design, 

some of his outstandingaccomplishments were the 
expansion of the Copenhagen University Hospital, 

The Town Hospital in Dusseldorf and the Military 
Hospital in Copenhagen. His intimate knowledge of the 
requirements of hospitals led him to designing some 
specialized hospital furniture and one of the designs 

is the Hospital Chair, which is manufactured and 
distributed throughout the world by Fritz Hansen A/S. 


KIBREL STEELE TERRY is Texas born, bred and educated. 
After studying architecture at the University of Texas he moved 
to New York where he began his career in the furniture field. 
Starting as a furniture detailer with Edgewood Furniture Co., 

in the fall of 1960, he stayed on for seven years during 

which time he became involved with every facet of furniture 
design and manufacture. He then spent two and a half years with 
the design department of the Jens Risom Furniture Co. until the 
formation of Scope Furniture, Inc., Edgewood’s Successor. 

He is now Vice-President and Director of Design for Scope 
Furniture Inc. and some of the firm’s designs are presented in 

> this volume. 


CHARLES GIBILTERRA studied architectural and industrial design 
at the University of Southern California. Gibilterra has 
worked interior architectural design for the past eleven years 
Four years ago he joined KS Wilshire, Inc., to design in 
association with Gene Adcock, the corporate offices for the 
Northrop Corporation, Century City. Later he designed and 
was responsible for the residence of Wilt Chamberlin. 

In addition to his involvement in interiors, he is deeply 
committed to product development, realizing the important 
need for new design in the various product areas related to 
interiors. Associates 111, a partnership, was then formed; 

its function to determine products requiring new design 
consideration or total reevaluation. The Gibilterra chair 
recently introduced by Vecta is one of these. 


GEORGE CIANCIMINO is the head of Ciancimino Design 
in: London which he founded in 1968. Born in France and 
originally a potter and sculptor, he worked as a designer for 
a Canadian firm producing consumer goods for the domestic 
and contract markets. His love of shape and. form is apparent 
in his work and he has been the recipient of many awards in 
the field of design. His current design of Risom’s ELAN 
Group Eleven is presented in this volume. 


O. J. HOLOHAN, head of the design firm bearing his name, 
has won numerous awards for his interiors during the 

Past ten years, including citations from the Interior 

Design Competition, National Stationery & Office 
Equipment Association, and the Institute of Business 
Designers Competition. He has served as national 

vice chairman of |BD. A sculptural approach that matches 
the requirements of the human form is embodied in the 
Holohan Collection of arm chairs and complementary 
occasional tables produced by the Vecta Contract Company. 
The trapezoidal chairs are made of fiberglass reinforced 
polyester and are available with or without upholstery. 
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JOHN MASCHERONI studied industrial design at the 
Pratt Institute, Brooklyn, where he first became exposed 
to the contemporary idiom. Following his formal 
education, he served his apprenticeship in all phases of the 
business, including manufacturing, cabinet making, 
finishing and wood carving. When his father retired 

in 1958, John became president of the company and he 
continued the antique reproduction business. 

In 1966 shortly after he introduced his first contemporary 
pieces, he changed the company's name to the 

John Mascheroni Furniture Company, Inc. He then developed 
the present Mascheroni Contemporary Collection, which 
Vecta Contract has taken over. His tubular frame 
glass-topped coffee table and a tube lamp are both now in 
The Permanent Collection at the Museum of Modern Art. 
His most recent design forVecta, the Tubo table desk, 
won the IBD 1972 First Award for Casegoods. 


WILLIAM SKLAROFF is a graduate of the Philadelphia Museum 
School of Art with a degree in industrial design. 

For the past fourteen years he has been president of his 
own design firm, William -Sklaroff Design Associates. 

Long an advocate of the multi-disciplined approach to 
design organization, he has been involved in product design, 
environmental planning, exhibition design and graphics. 

At the 1958 Brussels International World's Fair, he had 
design responsibilities for the U.S. Pavilion, 

“Islands for Living.’’ Currently under retainership 

to Vecta, Skaroff is involved in total furniture 

systems for schools, libraries, colleges and offices. 

His Uniplane desk and credenza for Vecta Contract 

won First Award from the Resources Council and the 
Institute of Business Designers. 


GUNTER EBERLE has been Product Design and Development 
manager for Vecta Contract for the past two and one-half years. 
Under his direction, Vecta has introduced numerous award 
winning and rather startling new designs. Previous to his 

joining Vecta, he was Design and Product Development manager 
for Thonet Industries, Inc. While in Germany, Mr. Eberle 
received a silver medal of the X. Trienniale di Milano. 

He was also responsible for setting up the first Industrial 

Design Service Institute for Small Industries while he was 
working for the Government of India. 
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WICKHAM-VALENTINE HOUSE RESTORATION, Richmond, Virginia 


The Wickham-Valentine House was recently declared 4 
National Historic Landmark. William Lee Joel 11, A.1.0., 

was design consultant and coordinator of the project for 
restoration. Brunschwig & Fils, Inc., under the personal 
direction of Zelina Brunschwig and Murray Bartlett Douglas, 
found eight documents in the museum's textile collection 
which were correct for the house, edaptable for today's 
Printing methods, and applicable to today’s decorating in 

new colorways. The group is known as “Valentine Collection.” 


The architecture is attributed to Robert Mills, and was 
commissioned to be built in 1812 by John Wickham 

Four prominent Richmond families occupied the house 

Each family brought to it their own personal tastes and 
redecorated in the latest fashionable style of the times 

The house had become known as the Wickham-Valentine House 
after the first and last owners 


Now restored @s a living museum of the late 18th and 19th 
centuries, not as a stylized concept of what life would 
have been like over a century ago, but as a tribute to the 
personal and varied tastes of its several owners and the 
changing decorative styles in vogue during its cocupancy 


The Victorian bedroom is a cosy bed-sitting room 
with light green walls and a white chair rail 

trimmed in brown. The elaborately carved mahogany 
bed, circa 1850, the painted cane seat side chair, 

the Victorian night stand and family portraits are 

all period. A brussels carpet with a pattern of red, 
pink and orange roses Covers the hardwood floor 


Teh window is corniced and hung with a trimmed and 
tasseled red and celadon plume paisley stripe 

(Valentine Plume Paisley Stripe) 

The design was taken from a late 19th century child's 
dressing gown found in the museum's costume collection 


The Wellford bedroom is an elegantly proportioned 

bed chamber. The mahogany Hepplewhite tester bedspread 
with four round, fluted posts, circa 1800, the Beau 
Brummell mahogany dressing table, circa 1790, the 
Sheraton washstand and mahogany side chairs, are all 

fine examples of the late 18th century furniture 


An English arborescent print (Wellford Rose Cotton Print) 

in reds and blue, is used for window drapery and bedhangings. 
A handsomely proportioned Hepplewhite wing chair is covered 
in Brunschwig’s soft blue moreen and the polychrome bargello, 
covering the chair seat and dressing table stool is 

handworked in a flame stitch design typical of the period. 
Sheraz and Hamadan rugs cover the hardwood floor. 
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The Gentleman’s Library is a charming room with 

soft green walls, and arichly patterned Heriz Persian 

rug covering the hardwood floors. The walnut drop leaf 
Chippendale table, circa 1796, is from the home of 
Patrick Henry. The Queen Anne table, the mahogany 
side chairs and the leather covered Virginia plantation 
chair, are of the same period as the bold madder red 

and indigo “Indienne” (Wickham linen and cotton print), 
used forcurtains and valances at the windows. 


The Victorian Parlour is a large rectangular room 
overlooking the garden. It was decorated in the 1850's 

at the height of the Rococco Revival period. 

The walls and ceiling/are painted in pinks and greens 

to simulate elaborate mouldings. Beneath the life 

size portrait of Queen Victoria by Thomas Sully, 

circa 1839, stands a New York Empire piano forte marked 
A. & W. Geib. The medallion back armchairs and the 
tufted rosewood and walnut sofa are covered in the same 
deep rose wool damask as the draperies, which are topped 
with golt cornices. The lace curtains are of the period. 
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Whether it is a beach house where nature is truly 
an integral feature of the design, a private club 
with a contemporary interior but maintaining
